INEBMATE ASYLUMS. 


A few years ago Minnesota enacted a law 
quiring every liquor dealer in the Stole to 
ay an annual tai of $10 for the establish- 
ent and maintenance of an asylum for in- 
briotes. There was 8 sort of retributive 
ustice iu thus compelling sellers of liquor 


support their victims, which impressed 


espectable citizens favorably. 
Tho liquor 


ealers, however, wcro opposed to tho law, 
nd organi/.ed a Liquor Dealers' Association 
o defeat it if possible. 
They contended 


iat it was unconstitutional, for the reason 
hat it levied a special tai upon ono class of 
itizans which was not shared by any other 
[ass. A test case was made and brought 
efore the courts whore it has been under- 
oing various phases for two or three years, 
.t last the Supreme Court of the State has 
iven a decision sustaining the law. on the 
round that it is in the nature of an act to 
ogulato the traffic in spirituous liquors, and 
ot for raising State revenue, and is, there- 
ore, constitutional. Thus the Association, 
fter spending money enough to have paid 
he tax for some time, is signally defeated, 
nd the dealers still have their taxes lo pay. 
'his idea of making dealers iu liquor sup- 
->ort an asylum iu which their victims can 
ud a home when their means and thf-ir 
ealth aro squandered, is so good that we 
hould not bo surprised to see it adopted iu 
ther states. An annual tax of 810 each on 
iquor dealer in this state would make and 
eep up a fund of magnificent proportions, 
mple to support all the inebriate asylums 
f which there is any need. And yet (his is 
jut a poor return for the amount of evil 
Uey work every year.
